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FACTS  ABOUT  ASTROLOGY 


Astrology  —  the  relationship  of  the  sun  and  planets  to 
what  happens  in  our  daily  lives — is  a  universal  language, 
being  studied  by  more  and  more  people  every  day. 

A  recent  Gallup  poll  indicated  that  29  per  cent  of  Ameri¬ 
cans  say  they  believe  in  astrology  and  that  what  happens  in 
their  lives  is  governed  by  the  stars.  Among  teenagers,  belief 
in  astrology  climbs  to  40  per  cent  of  the  13-to-l 8-year-old 
popul ation. 

And  although  asking  "What's  your  sign?"  has  become  a  cliche 
frequently  associated  with  singles  club  introductions,  the 
Gallup  survey,  released  last  June,  indicated  that  76  per  cent 
of  all  Americans  know  what  astrological  sign  they  were  born 
under.  Nearly  one  person  in  four  (23  per  cent)  said  they  regu¬ 
larly  read  an  astrology  column. 

Many  people  let  astrology  guide  their  lives,  avoiding 
travel  when  the  stars  rule  it  dangerous,  making  finanical 
decisions  based  on  astrological  computations,  taking  extra  care 
of  their  health  on  days  deemed  unpropitious. 

For  example,  "Charlie's  Angel"  Kate  Jackson  recently 
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remarried  her  husband,  actor  Andrew  Stevens,  because  the  date 
of  their  original  wedding  a  month  before  was  ruled  unfavorable 
by  the  astrologer  she  regularly  consults. 

Catering  to  this  widespread  national  interest,  astrology 
has  become  a  big  business.  Of  this  country’s  1,750  daily 
newspapers,  1,200  currently  carry  a  regular  astrology  column. 

And  the  New  York  Telephone  Co.  has  reported  receiving  thousands 
of  calls  a  day  since  it  launched  its  "dial-a-horoscope"  service 
a  few  months  ago. 

This  belief  in  astrology  is  skewed  along  specific  demo¬ 
graphic  lines.  The  believer  is  more  likely  to  be  female  (26 
per  cent  of  women  in  the  Gallup  survey  said  they  believe  in 
astrology,  compared  to  18  per  cent  of  the  men)  and  young  (among 
teenagers  surveyed,  93  per  cent  knew  their  astrological  sign). 
Other  groups  most  likely  to  believe  in  astrology  include  those 
at  the  lower  ends  of  the  income  and  educational  scales. 

And  believing  in  astrology  does  not  conflict  with  tradi¬ 
tional  religious  beliefs.  The  Gallup  survey  indicated  that 
almost  as  many  churchgoers  as  non-churchgoers  (and  proportion¬ 
ately  as  many  Protestants  as  Catholics)  said  they  believe  in 
astrology. 

What  is  it  these  people  believe  in?  Sydney  Omarr,  a  well- 
known  astrology  expert  who  writes  a  nationally-syndicated  column 
and  has  written  several  books  on  the  subject,  says  astrology 
"provides  a  ’missing  link’  in  our  lives — the  dynamic  element 
of  time."  He  adds,  "All  of  us  relate  to  astrology  because  we 
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all  have  at  least  one  thing  in  common:  we  were  bom,  And  all  of 
us  were  born  under  one  of  the  12  zodiacal  signs." 

By  knowing  when  a  person  was  born — both  date  and  time  of 
day — and  then  figuring  out  what  positions  the  sun  and  planets 
were  in  at  that  moment,  astrologers  can  chart  a  person's  life 
patterns,  provide  him  or  her  with  insights  into  personality 
traits  and  characteristics,  and  answer  questions  about  what  the 
future  may  hold. 

Astrologers  also  believe  certain  combinations  of  planetary 
locations  and  influences  can  make  certain  times  more  favorable 
for  some  activities  than  others.  But,  they  caution,  astrology 
guides— it  does  not  rule. 

Omarr  and  others  believe  certain  trends  in  life  activities 
can  be  predicted  through  studying  the  stars.  More  crimes  of 
violence  occur  during  a  full  moon,  and  various  types  of  crime 
occur  most  frequently  in  specific  months.  Fish  bite  better  and 
more  babies  are  born  during  a  full  moon  as  well. 

It  has  been  proven  that  certain  types  of  people  with  simi¬ 
lar  interests  tend  to  be  born  under  similar  astrological  signs. 
For  example,  more  successful  business  executives  are  bom  under 
Cancer  than  any  other  sign.  Baseball  players,  musicians,  and 
Congressmen  are  most  often  Pisceansj  inventors  tend  to  be  born 
under  Aries.  More  U.S.  Presidents,  newspaper  editors,  and 
psychiatrists  are  bom  under  Scorpioj  while  more  bankers  are 
born  under  Virgo  than  any  other  sign.

Of  particular  interest  in  1980  to  ZODIAC,  Omarr  and 
innumerable  historians  is  the  so-called  "twenty  year  jinx 
cycle”  of  American  Presidents.  "Since  1840,  every  one  of 
our  Chief  Executives  elected  in  a. year  ending  in  zero  has 
died  in  office."

"Jinx  cycle"  Presidents  have  included  all  four  of 
our  Presidents  who  were  Aquarians  (William  Henry  Harrison, 
elected  1840  5  Abraham  Lincoln,  elected  i860 ;  William 
McKinley,  elected  1900}  and  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt ,  elected 
1940) .  "It  is  interesting  to  note  Ronald  Reagan- -who  if 
elected  would  be  our  oldest  President  on  taking  office — 
is  also  an  Aquarian. " 

"These  men,  and  Scorpians  James  A.  Garfield ,  elected 
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1880 j  and  Warren  G.  Harding,  elected  1920"  (Republican 
Senator  Howard  Baker  of  Tennessee  is  also  a  Scorpian)  "and 
John  F.  Kennedy,  elected  i960 j  were  all  voted  into  office 
the  same  years  as  the  Jupiter-Saturn  conjunction." 

ZODIAC  and  Omarr  believe  the  eventual  President — 
be  he  of  either  party — should  be  "exceptionally  cautious" 
during  his  term  of  office.  "Because  of  this  repeated 
historical  pattern,  the  1980  Vice  Presidential  nominations 
will  take  on  particular  significance."
